The Conflagration at Atlanta Yesterday 
Morning. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 21.—The most disastrous 
contiagration that bas occurred in Atlanta since 
the War took place this morning, nearly two 
blocks of the finest “and most costly business 
houses beim totally destroyed. About 1 o’clock 
a blaze was seen in the basement of Black's 
candy. manufactory, one of the largest buila- 
ings in the city. located at the corner of Pryor 
and Alabama streets. The flames soon ignited 
a quantity of combustibles in the cellar used 
for packing purposes, and before the tire de- 
partment could be gotton on the ground the 
building was at the mercy of the fiery 
element. High winds were blowing at the 
time, and the flames spread rapidly to 
adjoining buildings, as well as to those 
on opposit sides of the street intersecting. Sev- 
eral hours later the wind died out, and it com- 
mented raining beavily, the clouds coming to 
the rescue of Atianta’s inefficient department, 
which was doing its best to conquer the de- 
vastating element in a subdued form. 

THE FIRE WAS RAGING UNTIL 9 O'CLOCK 
this morning, and is now out, leaving extensive 
piles of charred bricks, showing where the 
buildings formerly were. Among the houses 
and business offices destroyed are: 

Black's candy factory, building owned by 
Senator Brown, and valued at $40,000, upon 
which was an insurance of $20,000; stock valued 
at $75,000, and insured for $60,000; all destroyed. 

Wilson's Hotel and fixtures, valued at $35,000, 
and insured for $14,000. 

Harry Jackson's two buildings, occupied by 
Weidouse & sons, paper-bag manufacturers, 
and A. Haas & Bro., brokers and commission 
merchants, valued at $20,000; insured for halt. 

The building occupied by Campbell & John- 
son, liquor-dealers, together with Black; value, 
$14,000, with an insurance of $2,000. 

John Stephens, wholesale grocer; building 
owned by Willis Chesholm; destroyed with 
stock of goods, and partially insured. 

W. C. Kneff, soap manufacturer, a stock of 
goods valued at $5,000, not covered. 

Howard, Wood & Co., wholesale dealers in to- 
baccos and cigars, burned out completely; stock 
valued at $20,000; wholly insured. 

John R. Merchant, wholesale grocer, ant L. 
Cohn, wholesale liquors, burned out comdletely; 
loss $35,000; partially insured. 

The store of Benjamin Bros., wholesale tobac- 
co dealers, totally destroyed; stock valued at 
$20,000; covered by $10,000 insurance. 

The commercial agencies of R. G. Dun & Co.. 
and Bradstreet's, both destroyed, with all papers 
and records, and business will be discontinued 
until duplicates can be preeured from the head 
office. 

The officers of the Louisville & Nashville Sys- 
tem, Harris & Brackett’s ‘dental depot, M. J. 
Taylor & Co., brokers; anf several lawyers’ 
offices located in Black's factory were destroyed 
witb all pavers. 

Other buildings in the vicinity sustained losaes 
of various amouuts. 

DURING THE PROGRESS OF THE FIRE 
a large quantity of fireworks, part of the stock” 
of Black's, caught on fire and gave the wind 
valuable assistance in the way of encouraging 
the flames to do their best. 

Jaan O. Wickham, an employé of Norvell, 
Leak & Co., railroad contractors of Richmond, 
Va., lost his life ina room in the Wilson House, 
and today his charred remains were removed 
from the débris. He reached Atlanta yesterday 
with a car-load of live stock to be put to work 
on the Georgia Western, and was to have left 
the city today for his destination. 

Several people were injured by falling walls. 
One lady barely saved her life by jumping from 
the window of her room into the mud below. 

The Abyssinian Library, colored, lost ali of 
its books and papers, also the Defiance, a weekly 
newspaper, run by a colored man in the inter- 
est of his ruce.

Shippers were 
anxious to get all the freight they could forward 
at the low rates, and therefore the demand for 
cars was greater than the railroads were abie to 
supply. The rumors regarding the cessation of 
hostilities and the impending advance in rates 
were well founded.

Tar anti-polygamy mass-meeting called 
for tomorrow night at the Music-Hall ought 
to be well attended. The subject is one of 
the gravest importance, and appeais to the 
sympathies of law-observing men and wom— 
en without distinction of party. The 
growth of Mormonism within the last ten 
years has been far greater thanin any twenty 
years of its previous history. It is increasing 
notin arithmetical but in geometrical ratio. In 
wealth, in numbers, and in its command of 
resources of every kind, social, political, and 
commercial, itis the most powerful institu- 
tion outside of the Government in this coun- 
try. Yet it ie wholly illegal. It is founded 
on a denial of one of the fundamental 
prineiples of our social and political system. 
Its wonderful growth is on this account an 
oceasion for serious alarm. It need not sur- 
prise anybody if this Music-Hali meeting 
shall be the signal for an uprising of the 
people against polygamy. It may be that 
thie tinder is quite dry, and one spark will 
set it in a blaze.

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THE SUPREME COURT DESTROYS THE 
PROBATE COURT. 
The decision of the Supreme Court of 
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Illinois destroying the Probate Court pro- 


duced great excitement yesterday, not only 
among the members of the bar, but also 
among the general public. The decision 
that a court which for four years among 
half a million of people has been exercising 
ali the functions of probate jurisdiction, 
which has probated wills, rejected wills, 
granted administration, approved settlements 
of estates, controlled and managed the 
estates of orphans, ordered and approved 
sales of real and other property—after hav- 
ing for four years transacted the immense 
business of this kind, should be suddenly 
arrested, and as suddenly declared to have 


never nad a legal existence, was calculated 


to produce alarm as to the consequences. 

In the opinion py the court, which we 
print in full, it will be seen that it is emphatic 
and peremptory in its judgment, and de- 
elares it to be wholly in keeping with pre- 
vious decisions involving the same constitu- 
tional question. . 

The first consideration, of course, is what 
serious and irremediable consequences are 
to follow this sudden blotting out of the 
Probate Court of this great county. 

Fortunately, the Legislature has to be con- 
vened during the coming spring, and if the 
Governor shall include this matter in the 
call that body can enact a new law providing 
fur courts ot probate in all counties having 
more than 50,000 population. -This will be a 
literal compliance with the Constitution, and 
will be strictly in accordance with the opin- 
ion of the Supreme Court. 

Under this Jaw a new court will be elected 
hext November and begin business in 
December following. In the meantime all 
pending business will be transferred to the 
County Court. So far the interruption of 
the court wili be of no permanent character; 
the County Court will continue the business 
until the new court is organized. 

The more serious question is as to the ef- 
fect of the decision upon the past action of 
the court. Does the decision of the Supreme 
Court that the act creating the Probate 
Court was anconstitutional invalidate the 
judicial acts of the Probate Court during the 
past four years? On this question there is a 
wide difference of opinion; whether the acts 
of · che court can in any sense be regarded as 


| the official proceedings of a de facto officer, 


and therefore valid, or whether they are to 
be considered as never having taken place 
is 4 question perhaps for future judicial de- 
cision. It is not probable that any one will 
claim that the Legislature can make the 
action of the void court val. Can this be 
done by an-ordinance of the peo 
pie, or by an addition to the Constitu- 
tion? The pedple of this State, acting 
in their capacity as a political body, 

can possibly do apy act not forbidden by the 
Constitution of the United States. Can they 
by an ordinance ratified by the popular vote 
deciare that the judgments ‘and other pro- 
ceedings of the Probate Court, from its or- 
ganization to its suspension, shall be as valid 
as if court had been a constitutional 
tribunal? It this can be done, then the pres- 
ent Legislature may submit such drdinance 
to the people of the State to be voted on 
next November, and have the past disability 
of the court cured at the same date that the 
new court will go into operation. 

Thedamage dune by this decision is, there- 
fore, possibly not of an irreparable cliatac- 
ter. The future is no wise seriously ewmbar- 
rassed, and the cloud or @oubt upon the 
validity of the past proceedings of the ex- 
tinguished court may be removed. This de- 
cision is, however, full of instruction to the 
Legislature, especially upon all questions as 
to the classifications of counties for various 
purposes, On this polut the court in its 
opinion in this case elaborately defines the 
limits of legislative power. 

At the same time there will unauestionably 
be a large body of the bar and the public 
who will decide fur themselves that the view 
of the court is too narrow and restricted in 
a State where the legislative power is only 
restrained by positive prohibitions. There 
will be a strong popular opinion that where 
the Legislature is given the discretionary 
power to establish a Probate Court in each 
county having @ population of over 50,000” 
this confers the authority to establish such 


thrown into inextricable confusion, prudent 
courts hesitate before issuing such an edict. 
There were as good lawyers in the General 
Assembly who voted for the Probate Court 
act of 1877 as those on the bench who now 
declare that act unconstitutional and void. 
There was no public necessity requiring the 
destruction of the Probate Court, and no 
public good will be served by its demolition. 
The court could only reach its conclasion by 
an extremely narrow and technical construc- 
tion of the Constitution, and to do so it was 
obliged to disregard public interest and the 
widespread mischief which its decree may 
inflict on this community. Just what will be 
the end and final effect of this unexpected de- 
cision cannot now be foreseen. The Legis- 
lature can do much to mitigate the evils that 
may arise. Some of our lawyers are disposed 
to take a hopeful view, holding to the opin- 
ion that the decrees of the Probate Court 
will not be broken up and titles and distribu- 
tions disturbed by it. One of them, the Hon. 
Thomas Lloyne, expresses this view of the 


matter: 

“There is no dauxer, then, of this decision ot 
the Supreme Court reviving old litigations?’ 

“No. Just such instances as this bave 0c- 
curred before. The law is this: Whenevor a 
court acts under the —— of an authority 
grauted regularly, its Judgments are „not- 
withstanding it is afterward discove that th 
authority granted it wus really improperly 
granted. Until this discovery is made, the court, 
in the eye of the law, acts with authority, if it 
acts regulariy and withi. its presumed provinec, 
Bo soon, however, as the discovery is made that 
the tribunalis really Without authority, then it 
is shorn of its power. For instance, a judgment 
of tne Probate Court rendered tomorrow would 
be invalid; but the judgments rendered by it 
resterday when it wus regularly acting under

“It will all be begun in the County Court until 
the Legisiature ularly institutes a new Pro- 
bate Court. The decision, in fact, declares that 
all this while the County Court has Deen the 
proper tribunal for probate business for such as 
chose to begin it there. In other words, it 
deciares that the Legisiature had no right to de- 
prive the Sounty Court of che old probate juris- 
dicuon that before 1877 it used tu have.“ 

„What will be the most serious feature of this 
decision to lawyers and to the public?“ 

„Well, there is a vast body of litigation now 
in progress before the Probate Court which will 
be Urought to a nyt gt Furthermore, all 
this litigation will , ithink, to be begun 
de novo, unless a special act of the Legisiature 
autberizes its transfer without being begun 
over again from the beginning. ‘This will be 
tue most serious feature of the siness, for, 
in any case, there will be great delay, great ex- 

nse, and, in many instances, great suffering. 

f it is transferred, there wii’ be considerable 
delay betore a special session of the isiature 
cant be called and an act passed, It it L. com- 
meucod de novo in the County Court. it will bea 
long while before ail this oid liti is as tar 
advanced as it ie now. it is a pretty serious 
business, and a good many difficult and interest - 
ing questions Will arise.

THE ODUS FROM GERMANY. 

There is a ¢hild’s story of a King who had 
plenty of royal dignity, bat who unfortu- 
nately had neither Kingdom nor subjects. 
Ile happily encountered a fairy who prom- 
ised to supply all his wants, and, what is 
more—according to the story—redeemed her 
promise. We commend this story to the con- 
sideration of Prince Bismarck. William of 
Germany is in need of the aid of a good fairy 
to inspire his people with the spirit of con- 
tentment. Willidm has a splendid Kingdom, 
but his subjects are running away from it as 
fast as their legs will carry them. They ad- 
mire the venerable Emperor, are proud of 
him Indeed, but they appear to have been 
seized with a desire to contemplate his vir- 
tues from a distanee. 

It it be true that distance lends enchant- 
ment to the view, the thousands of Germans 
who view William from this side the Atilan- 
tic doubtless love and admire him more than 
ever. But this is not exactly the kind of at- 
feetion Wiiliam desires. His subjects who 
view him with proud admiration from Amer- 
ica do not pay taxes for his support, do not 
carry muskets in his army, do not contribute 
a mark to the German Exchequer—nothing 
whatever to the glory ot William's reign. 
Worse still: the German statisticians find 
that every laborer who leaves William’s do- 
minions Is ef the money value of a thousand 
dollars! It is a little startling to the good 
Emperor to be told that some hundreds of 
millions of dollars’ worth of his subjects said 
good-by to him in the single year of grace 
1881. And the cry is still they go. 

It is a little irritating, too, to have them all 
„make tracks,” as it were, for the United 
States. The movement toward the great 
Western Republic of thousands of able- 
bodied, intelligent German citizens is in the 
nature of a reproach to William’s pet form 
of government. If they would build up a 
new Germany somewhere, and take along a 
little William and alittle Bismarck to run 
their Government for them, it would bea 
delicate flattery to the old gentleman and his 
Minister. But they follow each other asa 
flock of sheep follow the bell-we;her, and the 
bell-wether invariably heads for the United 
States. If they would turn over what gold 
and silver they have to the German Treasury 
when they leave it would be some comfort, 
but they don’t even do that; they bring with 
them from 200 to 3,000 marks apiece, and these 
small sums in the aggregate amount to many 
millions of marks annually. 

From whatever point of view the exodus 
is regarded it is unsatisfactory, not to say 
irritating. William has uncomfortable 
dreams about it, and Bismarck gets red in 
the face and apoplectic every time the sub- 
ject is mentioned. Von Moltke has had 
tables prepared which show that of the 
young men he had reckoned on as food for 
powder in 1880 nearly 2,000 escaped to the, 
United States, where, instead of learning 
how to shoot Frenchmen, they are planting 
corn, sowimg wheat, building locomotives, 
and selling lager-beer. If the fever con- 
tinues Von Moltke believes he will lose 20,000 
young men exactly fit for shooting and being 
shot during the present year. 

What makes William feel most uncom- 
fortable and most disheartened is the fact 
thatthe very best and brightest girls and 
boys in his Kingdom gather up their little 
stock of marks“ and quit the eountry. If 
the dull, stupid ones would go he would bid 
them godspeed. But he feels keenly the 
logic of the character ot the emigration: the 
flower of the youth of his dominions are 
folding their tents and silently stealing away, 
and the dregs remain! But the eruelest re- 
flection that disturbs the mind of William is 
that it is the best thing smart, capable young 
Germans can do to leave his Kingdom. This 
reflection paralyzgs the arm of the old gentle- 
man, and he hasn’t the heart to oppose the 
exodus by the adoption of vigorous meas- 
ures. 

Bismarck has none of thé softness of his 
master. He would build a Chinese wall 
about the Empire and place sentinels on it 
with orders to shoot every man who should 
attempt to pass. He knows what a blessing 
his Government is, and he wants to confer it 
upon every German-born citizen willy nilly. 
But there is not enough money in the Ger- 
man Exchequer to build the Chinese wall. 
and so Bismarck goes about evenings tearing 
down from the dead walls of Berlin the 
placards of emigration agents and foreign 
steamship companies. As Bismarck, like 
Disraeli, has “begun several times many 
things and sueceeded at last.“ he has no 
doubt that, by tearing down the emigration 
placards, he will drive from the minds of the 
German youth all knowledge of the existence

These 
schemes of Bismarck do not flatter the intel- 
ligenee-of the German people; but they may 
win if the German Prime Minister can secure 
the adoption, by his Parliament, of a law 
prohibiting the return of United States emi- 
grants to ti Fatherland after they shall have 
become rich, and appropriating money to de- 
fray the return expenses of such emigrants 
to Brazil as shall haze become poor. 

It is return of wealthy German-Ameri- 
can citizens to William’s Empire that raises 
hob,” 80 to speak, with his peovle. What 
Bismarck wants is a German colony that will 
send back a lot of poverty-stricken, ruined 
men. But he should beware, for young Ger- 
mans are so hardy and thrifty that once out 
of the shadow of his influnece they may 
prosper even in Brazil! 


LUMBER aND WHISKY LICENSES. 

It is not surprising that the lumbermen 
protest against Ald. Riordan’s license 
seheme, which proposes to assess them $1,000 
a year for the privilege of conducting a 
reputable and useful business which fur- 
nishes employment to thousands of poor 
men, and to charge the saloonkeeper only 
$100 a year for the privilege of corrupting 
and robbing the men who are furnished em- 
ployment in the lumber and other business 
of like respectable character. The proposed 
discrimination cannot be justified on legal or 
moral grounds. A single statement of the 
conditions suffices to illustrate the unfairness 
of the proposition. 

The theory of raising additional revenue 
by licenses in order to ingrease the police 
force and meet the necessities of the City 
Government is all right. The resources of 
the city are limited by the prohibition of any 
general tax in excess of 2 per cent on the 
valuation of the property and by the low as- 
sessment which the State authorities con- 
tinue to make. Public safety requires a 
larger expenditure than the general tax-levy 
yields at present. The most obvious and 
least burdensome way to raise the money is 
by license fees. The General-Lncorporation 
act authorizes the Council to charge fees on 
a certain list of vocations. The lumber busi- 
ness, it appears, may be legally included un- 
der the license class, In such case it is 
proper to impose a license, but it should 
be fair and reasonable. A charge of $1,000 
a year on every grade of the lumber busi- 
ness, large and small. is conspicuously un- 
fair and unreasonable. It would amount to 
a repressive tax on a business of great im- 
portance to this city, and would likely re- 
sult in a removal of a considerable portion of 
the lumber traffic outside of the city limits, 
which, in turn, would leave much property 
unoccupied and reduce in that proportion the 
yield of general taxation. A repressive tax 
on lumber would bein the nature of an as 
sault on thousands of families that subsist 
upon the employment which the handling of 
lumber furnishes, A tax fairly proportioned 
to the amount of business transacted, and 
also to the fees charged other vocations that 
come under the license rule, would probably 
be paid by the lumbermen without resist- 
ance or grumbling, and it will be unwise to 
assess any other. 

The proposed fee of $1,000 a year on lum- 
ber-yards, moreover, is made especially ob- 
noxious because on that basis Ald. Riordan’s 
scheme assesses them ten times as much as 
it assesses the whisky shops, though the 
lumber business is admittedly desirable and 
benelicial to the city, while the dram-shop 
business is @imittediy obnoxious and hurft- 
ful. It is much to be feared that Ald. 
Riordan has submitted to the influence of 
his Irish grog-selling constituents, At all 
events, he has made no distinction between 
the sellers of beer, Which contains 4 per cent 
of alcohol, and the sellers of whisky, which 
contains 40 per cent of. alcohol, though it is 
safe to estimate that the consumption of 
whisky causes at least ten times the amount 
of disorder, damage, and crime that arises 
from the consumption of beer. He also 
seeins to think that the damage and cost in- 
flicged upon the city by lumber-yards are ten 
ti greater than wWhisky-saloons infffet. 
As a question of law and order, public 
morals, and public safety it would be infi- 
nitly fairer to assess the rum-holes $1,000 a 
year and the lumber-yards nil. 

This license question must be considered 
by the Council with intelligence: otherwise 
it may be better abandoned altogether. The 
crying necessity of the city is an increase in 
the police force in order to protect the public 
against the robberies, burglaries, and crimes 
of violence which are caused by the whisky 
business, and are increasing just in propor- 
tion as that traffic spreads and extends. Do 
away with the grog business and there are 
more policemen now than would be needed 
for public purposes, And then the lumber- 
men say they employ and pay eighty special 
policemen and night watchmen to protect 
their property and prevent fires. The bulk 
of the crime is notoriously hatched in the 
whisky-saloons, which ought to pay the bulk 
of the cost of supporting the police in propor- 
tion to their capacity for evil-doing. The 
beer-saloons should pay, say $100, the whis- 
ky-saloons at least twice as much, and the 
salovns with bagnio attachments of any 
kind not less than $1,000 a year. 


.We print in another column an indictment 
of the Hyde Park Board of Trustees, which 
should arrest the attention not only of the 
actual residents and voters in the village, 
but of all the property-owners and taxpayers. 
The northern portion of Hyde’ Park is mere- 
ly an extension of Chicago. It is divided 
from the city by an imaginary line running 
along Thirty-ninth street. It is really one of 
the choicest residence portions of Chicago, 
accessible by horse-cars, steam-cars, what is 
to be the best drive in the city (Michigan 
boulevard), and shortly by cable-cars. The 
property along the extension of the avenues 
and the cross streets and boulevards, which 
is not actually improved, as well as that 
which is occupied for homes, is largely 
owned by Chicagoans. Though the Govern- 
ment of Hyde Park is distinct from 
that of Chicago, there is a common- 
ality of interest, and if the Village 
Government shall continue to eat up 
the residence property of Chicago’s nearest 
and most attractive suburb, some practical 
movemeut should be shaped for annexing to 
the City Government that portion of Hyde 
Park lying north of Fifty-first street. Mean- 
while the voters in Hyde Park should feel a 
vital interest in protecting all property 
against voracious and unreasonable tax- 
devourers if they would have that district 
occupied and improved rapidly and assure an 
increased demand and higher prices for their 
real estate. 

The communication to which we direct at- 
tention comes from a resident property- 
owner and voter in Hyde Park, and one of 
the best citizens of thé town, and his state- 
ments are entitled to confidence. It is not 
necessary to repeat them here in detail or in 
sequence, since they are clearly set forth, but 
the general results are striking enough to 
demand special attention. 

The aggregate tax-levy of Hyde Park for 
last year, payable in the spring, will amount 
to nearly 10 per cent of the assessed valua- 
tion of the property! In other words, at this 
rate the value of the property will te actu- 
ally consumed by taxes in ten years. This 
frightful abuse of the taxing power ‘is 


achieved largely through the agency ot 


taxes for 
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of sewers and water service amount in 
round numbers to $440,000, and the general 
tax fund will run up to about $150,000. Aside 
from all this, it would appear that, notwith- 
standing the debt exeeeds the constitutional 
limitation, the Board of Trustees are con- 
stantly incurring new obligations in anticl- 
pation of collections by special assessments, 
which may or may not be approved. 

It is charged that the Board of Trustees is 
virtually under the control of one man, and 
that appropriations are made in a spirit of 
extravagance which, if continued, will be 
simply ruinous. Salaries are said to have 
been increased without warrant of law; 
extra legal counsel has been employed, for 
which itis believed there was no use except 
for political purposes; the appropriations for 
the year have been exceeded, and yet new 
indebtedness continues to be incurred, It is 
alleged that payments have been made dur- 
ing the past forty days at a rate of about 
$2,000 a day, and the end is not yet. 

The sale of the water-works to the Town 
of Lake is deseribed as a most improvident 
and perhaps illegal transaction. it is thought 
that it will involve a loss of from $50,000 to 
$100,000, In the terms of that sale was in- 
cluded the principal water-main which had 
been paid for by the abutting property, and 
which the vill did not own. Another 
main will have fo be constructed, if at all, 
out of the general-tax tund. Meanwhile, 
Ilyde Park’s share of the expense in main- 
taining and operating the water-works has 
been increased from 334¢ to 40 per cent, and 
extensions and improvements will need to be 
made at great cost. 

The Hyde Park writer of this indictment 
against the Board of Trustees, who is a Re- 
publican, suggests that there is little hope 
of reforming the Government through the 
Republican clubs, because those associations 
were started by and are under the control of 
the very power which now mismanages the 
affairs of the community. He suggests that 
the property-owners of both _parties shall 
unite in a reform movement, Which is entire- 
ly proper and feasible for local purposes, and 
that a Citizens’ Association shall be formed 
to investigate abuses and suggest reforms. 
Something may also be done in the way of 
direct. popular protest, 

Personal visitations to the board by abused 
property-owners may do much to restrain its 
ruling extravagance until such time as a 
complete reform may be achieved bythe pop- 
ular vote, properly organized and directed, at 
the next election. Hyde Park has already 
suffered as much from defalcation and ex- 
travagance as the people can endure,

REVELATIONS FROM BURIED TREASURES. 

The remarkable progress of investigation 
into the records of antiquity has not been 
alone confined to the spoliation of tombs and 
sepuichres or the unearthing of the ruins of 
ancient cities. For the past few years schol- 

ars have been studying obscure scripts and 
dialects hidden away in museum galleries 
and on library shelves. These toilers among 
dusty and almost illegible parchments and 
crumbling papyri, especially Brugsch and 
Revillont, have brought to light treasures as 
rare as these unearthed by Schiiemann and 
Cesnola. The latter, an eminent French 
savant, has devoted much attention to the 
Egyptian Demotic writings, which are ab- 
breviated forms of the hieroglyphics in the 
Louvre collection, and similar papyriin other 
museums, and the results of his labors have 
shed a flood of light upon the social and 
business habits of the ancient Egyptians 
during a period extending from the reign of 
Darius I. to the time of the Roman conquest, 
embracing about five centuries. The docu- 
ments which he has translated include deeds 
of ali kinds, leases, mortgages, bonds, tax- 
receipts, marriage contracts and settlements, 
title-deeds and inventories, besides collec- 
tions of moral precepts, fables, philosophical 
treatises, pruphecies, a manual of witchcraft, 
and a historico-magical story called The 
Romance of Setna.“ 

The revealing of the contents of these 
documents has filled in the blanks where 
history is silent—namely: the social condi- 
tion of the people, their laws, their eommer- 
cial customs, their domestic relations, their 
social methods, and all the surroundings, 
properties, and appointments which enter 
into daily life and do not figure in the great 
national facts which come within the cogni- 
zance of history. These papyri, taken in 
connection with the later Greek and stil! later 
Coptic papyri, give us a glimpse at the social, 
legal, commercial, and domestic histery of 
the Egyptians during a period of 2,000 years, 
including the Ethiopian conquest, the first 
and second Persian conquests, the Greek 
conquest, the last war of independence, the 
Roman conquest, and several Arab dynas- 
ties, 

The London Times of a recent date de- 
votes several columns to a publication of 
these documents, and from them we make a 
few extracts. Their contracts were ironclad. 
Thoth, who was a Receiver of Taxes, had 
borrowed some wheat of Neckhtmonth, who 
was a subordinate priest attached to the 
Necropolis at Thebes, and gave him the fol- 
lowing bond: 

1. (Date, the fifth year of Cleopatra-Circe and 
second year of Ptolemy-Alexanger, her son). 
The Receiver of Taxes upon Stuffs, Thoth, son 
of Amenhotep, whose mother is Tanoum, to the 
Pastophorus ef Amen-Api of the Necropolis of 
Djem, Neckthmonth, son of Horus, whose moth- 
er is Chachperi, saith:. For the wheat thou hast 
lent to me, thou bast to reclaim from me nine 
aureus, interest included. fengage to pay thee 
thy nine aureus above-named in pure uvground 
wheat (value of thesaid money) paid back, var- 
ried, and delivered into the hands of thy servants 
in thy house at Djem, witbout cost or outlay, on 
the th day of the month Pakhuns. And I may 

ay thee no part of the above-named until the 
th Pakbons at the-time and day herein ap- 
puinted. kmay not say to thee,“ I bave already 
deposited wheat with thee,” or l have made 
2 u payment on account of thy wheat.” There 
is redemption (of the 22 except according 
to this deed, the legal Sonsequenees of which 
rests upon me and upon my children. The whule 
of my goods which I now and all suchas 
may hereafter nay become mine, are pledged to 
thee us security for thy nine aureus: and if I 
fail to act conformably to this writing, the whole 
penaity will be due, and I must cede to thee 
witbout opposition or delay all that which is 
herein pledged. 

The interest of this bond and others which 
are cited does not consist alone in its rigidity, 
but as showing how generally usury was 
practiced, and, strangest of all, that it was 
practiced by the priests, who in almost every 
case are the lenders. The loans were for 
very short periods. The repayment was fixed 
for a certain day. Thecreditor would take 
no installments prior to maturity. The 
debtor gave a mortgage upon the whole of 


his possessiols. The rate of interest was 30 


per cent, whether in cash or in kind, and it 


was ruin toa debtor who did net come to 
2 when the priestly Shylocks got after 
im. 

The marriage coutracts are even more 
curious than the bonds or notes of hand, and 
in many respects they will commend them- 
selves to the advocates of woman’s rights in 
these latter days. One of these contracts 
reads as follows:

The above and numerous other contracts 


which have been deciphered establish an 
array of claims against the husband which 
would terrify a modern bridegroom and de- 
light Miss Anthony. He in the first place 
““aecepted’”’ the woman, made her a nuptial 
gift, and promised an annual allowance for 
dress and pocket money, and also made afor- 
mal promise to hereafter “establish” her. 
The acceptance was for a year, and this was 
a year of probation. At the end of the time, 
if they were dissatisfied, they could honor- 
ably separate. If they were. satisfied, then 
the husband established his wife. This 
establishment made the eldest son the heir. 
It made the marriage tie not only indissolu- 
ble, but entailed the sacrifice of all his prop- 
erty in case be was unfaithful. It left all of 
his property to be disposed of by her at her 
own pleasure, and if he wanted to sell any 
of it he could only do so in the name 
of his eldest son. More extraordinary 
than this, instead of the. wife’s taking 
his name he took the wife’s name. Some of 
the contracts are even more rigid than the 
one given above. In one of them the groom 
assigns to his wife not only his house and 
landed property, but “his silver and eopper 
money, his furhiture, and all the title deeds 
and documents concerning his property, not 
only in the holy city ef Thebes, but in any 
other part of the country.” All that he can 
claim for himself is that she shall take care 
of him while he lives and pay for his funeral 
expenses. In another case a contract was 
made, and after seven years had expired the 
husband inherited some property, where- 
upon he made another deed, which ends pa- 
thetically: 

It is incumbent upon thee to take care of me 
during my life and to charge thyself with the 
expenses of my embaimment my memorial 
chapel after my death. Neither son nor daugh- 
ter bas any concern in this deed. It is for me to 
protect thee against claims of theirs. Take, 
therefore, this surrender of my pragerty for- 
ever. 

It is evident from these contracts that the 
Egyptian husband surrendered name, prop- 
erty, and everything else to his wife, becom- 
ing merely her agent and obeying her com- 
mands, even allowing her to-do all the trad- 
ing. This extraordinary subjection of the 
husband to the wife continued until the 
Greek code began to affect the Egyptian, and 
somewhere between the twenty-first year of 
Energetes L and the seventh year of Ptolemy 
Philopater a law Was enacted which pre- 
vented the alienation of the husband’s prop- 
erty during his lifetime without his consent. 
Having thus broken the ice, successive en- 
actments were made, by which at last the 
deed of gift entirely ‘disappeared, and hus 
band and wife retained control of their sepa- 
rate properties, which were specified in de- 
tail in the settlements, and the man was ub 
longer the property of the woman. It isto 
be hoped that M. Revillont will give his dis- 
coveries to the world in book form, for a 
more interesting and in some respects fascl- 
natimg work can hardly be imagined. 


CHURCH FAIRS. 

The Methodists of Rhode Island are grap- 
pling with the subject of chureh fairs, and not 
a moment too late, for the practice has grad- 
ually increased until the fair has become 
almost as regular a feature of the church 
machinery as the prayer-meeting, and for 
social purposes has superseded the old-fash- 
ioned “sewing circle,” which was really 
charitable in its design and much more moral 
than that insidious institution known as the 
“fair.” The fair seems to have originated 
in the financial necessities of the church. 
As churches have grown, they have made 
strong effort to keep pace with the esthetic 
character of the time. ‘The frequenters of 
the old conventicles would be amazed if they 
could look into ourchurches and find not 
only pews, pulpit, organ, and vestry-room, 
but libraries, dressing-rooms, pariors, draw- 
ing-rooms, kitchens, stage and curtain, 
and many of the properties that 
go to the equipment of the lecture-room, 
music-hall, and theatre. Still more amazed 
would they be to find that the church was 
not only devoted to preaching, praying, sing- 
ing, and Sunday-school. work, but to fairs, 
bazaars, concerts, readings, tableaux, dra- 
matic entertainments, and a varioloid form 
of gambling. All this progress has involved 
great expense, and as men are poor worship- 
ers and poorer devotees.of the contribution 
box, the women have sought to meet the ad- 
ditional expense with such worldly devices 
as fairs, bazaars, oyster-suppers, strawberry- 
festivals, nécktie sociables, New England 
dinners, and other illusions of the flesh. 

At a recent meeting of the Methodist clergy 
in Providence these matters were talked 
over. Some were in favor of doing away 
with them altogether, because they involved 
a waste of energy, destroyed the feel- 
ing of sanctity which should pertain 
to the house of God, and lowered the whole 
conception of religious life. Others saw 
nothing improper in the fair itself, if it were 
properly conducted—that is, if gambling and 
overcharging were excluded, Still others 
boldly advocated the fair because it was the 
centre of pleasure and entertainment, at- 
tracted people to it who thereby became in- 
terested in the church, and were likely to at- 
tend it. They made light of the objection- 
able features, and even argued that if they 
were omitted it would be tantamount to 
omitting everything; that the fair would be 
„Hamlet“ with Hamlet left out,“ and that 
nobody thereafter would take any interest 
in it. 

Undoubtedly there is much to be said on 
both sides, for it is not altegetheran un- 
mixed question. It should be the object of 
every church organization to make itself at- 
tractive socially to young people in all inno- 
cent ways. A gloomy. unsocial church will be 
shunned by social and pleasure-loving people. 
There js a great law of human nature which 
compels the majority of people, especially 
young beople, to seek sociality and pleasure, 
and it should be the duty of the chureh to 
recognize such law and seek to gratify its 
demands. This can be done, even through 
the medium of a church fair, without in- 
fringing upon the rules of propriety or lay- 
ing the church open to the charges of greed 
and gambling. There is a middle course in 
this matter which is safe. The fair is largely 
mercantile in its character, and shoulg adopt 
the world’s ways in its mereantile dealings. 
That is, it should sell a given article at a fair 
price and not at a piice far beyond its value. 
This subordinates the social purpose of the 
fair to the greed for money, nor does it 
add to the propriety of the transactions

Appointment of Several Committees to 
Suppress the Pérnicious 
Practice. — 


About 150 members of the bar of Cook County 
met yesterday afternoon in Fairbank Hall in 
response to a call published in Tae TRIBUNE 
for a meeting of lawyers to consider the ques- 
tion of jury-packing. The Hon. Thomas Hoyne 
was called to the Chair, and stated the object of 
the meeting. Mr. Moyne said that the bar of 
this country stood deservedly bigh in public es- 
timation. Of old time an incorruptioſe bar 
stood between the people and the tyranny of 
their rulers, and be believed tne time was com- 
ing when the bar would have to stand between 
the people and the corrupt monopolies which 
threatened them. When the Tweed ring 
of pubiic thieves and piunderers, backed up by 
a corrupt combinanon of jujicial associates, 
threatened New York State and city, and these 
legal bandits asseciated themselves together to 
rob the people, and overturn law and justice, 
the bar came to the rescue of the citizens, and 
it was because of the efforts of such men as 
Charies O’Conor and S. J. Tilden that Tweed and 
his gate were routed. It was suid that Jay 
Gould owned three New York newspapers. The 
speaker did not kuow whether the monopolies 
had captured the various presses of Chicago, but 
those presses certainly garbled the facts. They 
might garble what be said if they wanted to, 
but he did not care—he had lived 
too long in Chicago for them to be able to mis- 
represent him. Newspapers might be bought 
up by monopolies and corporations, but they 
could not buy up the entire legal profession. As 
a citizen and a lawyer be unhbesitatingly pro- 
nounced that any man who in any way inter- 
fered with the administration of public justice 
was a publicenemy. He doped the meeting 
would result in elevating the legal profession, 
and putting an end to the evils complained of.

It ba vm come to the knowledge of this meet- 
ing of the Chicayo Bar that grave charges are 
made through the newspaper press of this city, 
and by reputable members of our profession, 
that a nefarieus practice of tampering with 
juries in our courts of justice has grown up, 
and is becomm widespread, and that oppor- 
tuoaity for the perpetration of such crimes oc- 
curs by failure of the proper autborities to com- 
ply with the laws of this State, which provide 
that every juror shall bea man “of fair char- 
acter” and of approved integrity,” of sound 
judgment” and well informed"; therefore 

Hesulved, That condeuising every attempt to 
corrupt juries as an infamy, which begets and 
fosters every other species of crime, and de- 
nouncing every one engaged in the practice as a 
criminal of criminals, we will use every lawfui 
and — — means to detect and bring to speedy 
justice both those who are guilty of attempting 
to improperiy influence the verdict of any 
juror, end any juror submitting to such 
intleences; and that we will also use our best ef- 
forts that bereafter in the selection of jurors 
those provisions of the law are observed which 
guarantee to every citizen of this State a trial of 
his cauee in our courts of justice before a jury 
of bonest and inteliigent men. To that eud be 
it further 

Resvlosd, That the following committees be 
apvointed by the Chairman of this meeting, each 
committee to consist of five members of the 
bar of this city, and to be designated and vor- 
form the duties and report as hereinafter pro- 
vided—viz. : 

1. A Petit Jury Committee, whose peck it shall 
be to examine into the methods by which petit 
juries are now and have been selected in this 
county by the Board of County Commissioners, 
aud take such steps in codperation with them as 
in their Judgment will eradicate tne abuses now 
existing in tue selection of jurors, and at the 
same time secure a compliance with the law in 
that regard. a 

2. A committee for the Superior Court, whose 
duty it shall be to observe and inquire into the 
character of the jurors impaneled ip that court, 
and whether the jurors are drawn and sum- 
moned and compeiled to serve m accordance 
with tne law, a also toinquire into and take 
action in any cases where such jurors are cor- 
rupted ur any attempt is made to taniper with 
such jurors. 

Z. A committee for the Circult Court, whose 
duties for that court shail be similar to those 
designated for the Superior Court. 

4. A committee for the Criminal Court, whose 
duties shall be similar to those above prescribed 
fur the committee for the Superior Court. 

5. A Committee on Legisiauon, whose duties 
sball consist of inquiring into the iaws of the 
State for the selection of juries and the effect 
uf those laws upon the character of the juries 
in the Superior, Circuit. and Criminai Courts of 
this county, together with such changes of the 
statutory or constitutional law of this State as 
such committee shall be of opinion to be for the 
better administration of justice in the vourts of 
this county. 

6 A Committee on Finance, whose duties 
shall be to solicit and receive subscriptions 
amongst the members of the Chicago bar to pro- 
mote the olyject# of this meeting as expressed iu 
these resolutions.

BUSINESS-MEN AS JURORS. 

Mr. R. B. Roberts said the business- men were 
greatly to biame for refusing to serve on juries 
and picading “business as an @xcuse. ot - 
fered the following resol : 

The bar of the City of in convention 
assembled. appeai to their feilow-citizens of all 
classes and oecupations to aid them in the pres- 
ervation of the purity of tite box, which 
can alone be done by a deterchinauon on the 
part of those who are summoned to the dis- 
charge of the duty of jurors to come forward 
freely, promptly, and cordially to perform the 
onerous duties required of them as N citi- 
zens, making a sacrifice to the State of indivia- 
vai interest for the general Welfare of the whole 
community and for the rvation of the 
great constitunonal right o freemen. 

The resolution was seconded by Col. Thomas 
Shirley, who moved that it be adopted instead 
of the preambie recommended by the commit- 
tee. He approved of everything except the 
preamble, but objected that it was based on 
nothing but innuendo, He did not believe there 
wasa member of the bar who would pack a 
jury. and ubjected to newspaper stories being 
made the busis of such charges. 

At this point some ove in rear of the hall 
called out, “Sit down,” which made the speaker 
very angry. He went on to say that he could 
not, for the honor of his profession, believe that 
lawyers packed juries in Cook County. 

Mr. James P. Root said it did not require any 
inquest to determine that juries were packed 
every day in Cook County. [Applause] The 
County Board did not do their work as provided 
by the statute, and the ——44— A rested on 
them. It was all very well to adopt Mr. Roberts’ 
resolution, but it would have no effect what- 
ever on the business-men, WOO if drawn on tne 
jury with one accord made excuses and sent 
their bookkeepers or draymen to serve in their 
stead. The suggestion that three Commissioners 
be appointed to select jurors be thought u good 
one, and one which had proved fairly successful 
in the Federal Courts. The troubie, however, 
was that the people of Illinois were wedded to 
the old system of selection by the County Board. 
Something might be done by appointing a com- 
mittee . 

TO WATCH THE PANEL.

4 Mr. Kichard Prendergast said that if any mem- 
ber of the bar bad been guilty of jury-packing 
it was the duty of the meeting to search out the 
facts and to bring such men to condign punisa- 
ment. The Bar Association bad proved an ab- 
solute failure as to reforming evils existing in 
the profession. The public knew that jury- 
packing existed and lawyers Kuew it also. There 
had been a good deal of talk about the men and 
firms alleged to be guilty of jury-pucking, but 
their names had never been given. He thougnt 
the resolutions were not strong - enough, and of- 
fered a set prepared by himself, as follows: 

Wnueneas, It is alleged that in this county cor- 
rupt practices prevail with reference to the 
selection of juries, and tampering with and 
“packing” juries, both grand and petit, by 
members of the bar and others; and 

Warna, It is alleged that certain members 
of the bar have corruptly accepted reward and 
hire for the use of improper influences with 
judicial and other officiats; an 

Wwuerkas, lt s alleged that certain persons 
wrongfully hold themselves out as being uble to 
corruptly intluence judicial and otber Otheials 
in matters peoding or likely to be brought before 
them; and 

Wuereas, It is alleged that corrupt practices 
prevail in and about the administration ef jus- 
tice, in that parties litigantor others tor them 
wrongtulh spirit away waterial witnesses lu 
causes, whose testimony would be against them; 


and 

WHEREAS, It is alleged that there bas been a 
wroogful failure on the part of the proper 
nutburity to prosecute to conviction Gribier 
and Patten and their co-conspirators for the 
offense of corrupting and endeavorimg to cor- 
rupt jurors; and 

HEREAS, It is alleged that certain attorneys 

have corruptly betrayed clients’ interests and 
evntidence to the injury of such clients; there- 
fore, be it 

Iicsulved, That a committee of seven members 
of the bar be appointed toinvestigate the afore- 
said allegations and alleged corrupt praccices, 
and to take all needful steps to procure testi- 
mouy thereof, and to prosecute to full punish- 
ment such cases as seem capable of substantin- 
tion; and be it 

Reaolved, That said eowmittee be directed 
to sit with open doors in a pabliciy-designated 
place and at appointed times to receive com- 
plaints and beur testimony in support thereof, 
aud that complaints shall, before being made tu 
or entertuined by said committee, be directly 
and cuneciseiy written, signed, and sworn to by 
some reputable person or persons, and that any 
and all persous against whom complaint sbail be 
made for any of the corrupt practices aforesaid 
shall be notiued in writing and furnished with a 
copy of all complaints filed with the committee, 
and so notified of the time and place when and 
where the committee will bear evidence touch- 
ing the matters alleged against such person or 
persons in such compieint; and be it 

Resolved, That the var and pubiic are invited 
to contribute funds to such committee for the 
necessary and proper expenses of such investi- 
gations and of the committee in and about the 
premises, and that said committee be directed 
to receive such proper aid and assistancein the 
premises as may be offered by the Bar Associa- 
tion, the Citizens’ Asseciation, or by auy other 
reputable body, assuciation, or person. 


MR. PRENDERGAST SUGGESTED 


that this committee of seven should consist of 
Messers. Thomas Hoyne, W. C. Goudy, 
Campbell, George F. Harding, Thomas Deut, 
donn N. Jewett, and R. Biddle Roberts, and or- 
tered to contribute towards the expense. 

Col. Cooper asked for the reading of the call, 
and defended the preambie recommended by the 
Cum mittee on Resolutions. it was nh 
that one question should be taken at a time, and 
they should first grapple with the evils of the 
jury system, whieh was the qu they were 
called to consider. If they would do this they 
would conter a benefit on the community. 

Oo motion the resolution of Mr. Roberts was 
made a part of wwe report of the committee. 

Mr. E. O. Brown moved to lay Mr. Prender- 
gust's resolutions on the table. but the Chair 
ruled that would result, if carried, in tabling the 
entire subject-matter, and after some discussion 
on the parilamentary potut involved, Mr. Pren- 
dergast withdrew his substitute temporarily. 
The committee report as amended was then 


adupted. 

Mr. Prendergast’s substitute was again offered 
as an original motion, and was opposed by Mr. 
E. O. Brown, Wo claimed that there were no 
such charges before the meeting. He declined 
to believe that judicial influence could be bought 
or sold in Cook County, but many reputabie men 
knew that the crime of jury-packing did - 
vail. There was no such evidence as to judicial 
crookedness. 

Mr. Dent moved to lay Preudergast's resolu- 
tions on the table. He was opposed to the ma-

Mr. Prendergast said the bar meeting had

A Veteran Glergyman— The Rev. Dr. Si- 
meon Parmalee Celebrating His 100th 
Birthday. 

Osweco, N. V., Jan. 16.—The Rev. Simeon Par- 
malee, D. D., nearly eighty years a Congrega- 
tional minister, celebrated his 100th birthday 
here today, receiving and entertaining cailers. 
His bealth is perfect and always has been, 
but his mind is sometimes a little cloudy 
as to recent events, He has been actively en- 
gauged in the ministry for more than sixty 
years.

At tue ase oft W 
Dr. Parmeilee bought bis time from his 
tatner and learned the trade of a wheel- 
wright; but at 21 he began a course 
of study in Middlebury, Vt... with the 
Rev. Lemuel Haynes, a colored preacher, who 
knew something of Latin aud Greek. In 1807 
he was licensed to preach by the Rutland and 
Bennington Congregational Association. In 
Ii ne was ordained in a barn over the society 
at Westford, Vt., at a salary of $250 a year, which 
the cungregauou proved to be too poor to pay. 
There be preached thirty years. Afterwards he 
was pastor of the churches in Williston and 
Underhill, Vt.. in ail sixty years of uninter- 
rupted pastoral service. In 1868 ne visited his 
old charge in Westford, and, finding them with- 
Out a pagtor, preached to them over a year. He 
was made a Doctor of Divinity by the University 
of Vermont. He has had twelve children. The 
eldest of those living is Mrs. Allen. of Min- 
neapolis, aged 72. His oldest son once owned 
the whole ot the present site of Des Moines, I., 
and built the first house there. Two of his sons 
are ministers, one being a missionary at 
Erzeroum, Turkey. Dr. Parmalee was a smoker 
until the age of 80, when be stopped at the solic-

THE RAILROAD WAR. 

THE ANNOUNCEMENT OF ITS SETTLEMENT 
TMK SIGNAL FOR THE, SELLING OF 
STOCKS. 

Special Dispatch to The Uhicago Tribune. 

New York, Jan. 21.—The receipt in the stock 
market of the officiai announcement of the set- 
tlement of the railroad war was the signal for 
those who had bought stoeks for the event to 
begin seiling, and the amount of stock subject 
to selling orders of this kind das exceeded the 
amount which buyers wanted, so that prices 
have decifned instead of advanced. This has 
been no surprise to those who know the custom 
uf an influential class of buying on bad news 
and selling on good news. The influence which 
the settlement win have on outsiders of 
means who have deferred investing their 
January income remains to be seen, They are’ 
not the people who jump in quickly on early 
news, but 

ACT DELIBERATELY, 
and they are yet to be beard from. The 
prices of railroad shares are from ten to 140 points 
lower than they were before the railroad war 
began, and this decline in prices extends to 
stocks and bonds of companies not directly. and 
some not even indirectly, concerned in anything 
that the trunk roads do, but which were af- 
fected sympathetically or on account 
of the shock to e¢onfidence in railroad 
management. It is tolerably clear that whatever 
investment buyimg tere is to be will be con- 


fined to dividend-paying stocks, some of which 
are selling at rates nich give 6 per cent or more 
income to the buyer, and 
It WILL CAUSE NO SURPRISE 

if the demand runs more on stocks not connect- 
ed with the trunk lines than on those of the lut- 
ter. The upward reaction witich was expected 
in Reading stock ou the annou cement that the 
McCaimonts had sold their shares carried 
the price to 6a, The last 0.000 shares of the 
stock sold yesterday were delivered today. Mr.

New York, Jan. 21.—The attention of the 
Fire Commissioners during the present exeite- 
ment about the safety of theatres was called to 
the material known as asbestos as a substitute 
for iron curtains to divide the stage from the 
auditorium. For several days experiments have 
been made with asbestos at the department 
headquarters, and the Commissioners today de- 
clared themselves convinced that asbestos 
would answer the requirement to confine a tire 
to the stage long enough to enable the audience 
to leave the honse, at the same time giving 
warning of the fire behind it by becoming red 
bot. A test is to be made to ascertain whether 
the stuff is strong enough to hold itself in sheets 
as large as required for this purpose.

A tramp from Joliet waiked into tne Healt 
Office F evening, who claimed that he had 
been sent forward from Joliet. His name is 
Augustus Witliamson.. There are at present 
172 patients in the pest-house. New cases were 
reportei yesterday from No. 615 Noble street, 
up-etairs, No. 1427 State street. northeast corner 
~¥ Twentieth and State streets, No. 183 West 
Fourteenth street, No. 43) Clark = No. 79 
Biue Island avenue, up-stairs, and No. 126 
Fourth avenue. Deaths were reported from No. 
199 Fourth avenue and No. Churcb street. 
Deaths were reported from the hospital of a 
woman named Mary A. Harrington, taken from 
the County Hospital, who had lived at the Dela- 
van House, a case taken from No. 507 Halsted 
street, and another taken from No. 120 West 
Madison street. 

The Deiavan House has been productiveof five 
deaths and twenty cases of small-pox, owing to 
original neglect and a wrong diagnosis of a case 
of alleged chicken-pox in the first place. The 
result bas been that nearly all the North Clark 
street cases have resulted from infection car- 
ried by boarders from this house to other places. 

There ure at present fifty-four persons at the 

house who claim that they were sent to 
Ynicago to be cured of the smali-pox. 

The Health Office vaccinated as many persons 
yesterday as on any day since free vaccination 
was commenced. 

A pamphlet bas found its L written by 
Charles Kose, of London, England, on How to 
Cure aud Prevent Smali-Pox.” It is devoted to 
the alleged merits of the cream-of-tartar rem- 
edy, and gives full directions aa to its use, ete. 
The ingredients given are: Genuine cream 
of tartar, three-quarters of an ounce;* 
best rhubarb, twelve grains: cold water, one 
pint. The rhubarb may be given with the cream 
of tartar, or serarately. The directions con- 
tinue: “If the bowels are reiaxed already, an 
aperient pill not be required. Well stir or shake 
the medicine just before giving it. The dose iu 
a severe case, for a 828 person of stron 
constitution, is half a pint. For mild cases an 
persuns less strong; the third ot apint. A child 
of 9 years will 3 need half the quantity 
required tor au adult; a child of 4 years, a 
fourth: other ages in on. The doses 
should be given regularly every three or 
four bours, night and day, till the fever 
ubates. When there is an abatement 
of the fever, which: will generally be the 
case after the second dose, the dose should then 
be given overs Sve or six hours till the fever is 
quite gone. ben the tartar and rhubarb are 
gxiven together two doses only of the medicine 
thus combined should be taken in succession. 
The tartar alone should afterwards be given, 
unless the state of the bowels requirs ap aperi- 
eat. Should vomiting follow the taking of the 
usual dose. give a smalier quantity more fre- 
quentiy. Sometimes, at first, the medicine can 
only be given by pfuls, and in very bad 
cases by wetting the lips with a feather till the 
patient can take more. A marked and speedy 
effect of the remedy is the relief of the throat.” 
Of late years the general verdict regarding the 
cream-of-tartar remedy is that it amounts to 
but little, if anythmg. and that the one thing to 
do is to vaccinate, and thus secure exemption 
from the disease.

HOW CHICAGO GROWS. 

Superintendent J. K. Lake, of the West Di- 
vision Kailway Company, stated last evening, ia 
a conversation with a reporter, that he had wood 
reason to believe that the population of Chicago 
had increased at least 125,000 souls since 1550, 
when the last census was taken.

THE STAGE. 


The Suggestive Freneh Drama. 

The past week bas been rather the dullest of 
the season thus far, two of Chicago's principal 
theatres—Haveriy's and the Grand—having 
been occupied by operatic organizations. At 
Rooley’s Rose Eytinge has presented a very ac- 
ceptable version of * Felicia,” but the play is of 
a character that does not particuiarly commend 
itself to people from whose minds the teach- 
ings of early life have not been whoily eradicated. 
nis avery Frenchy French play—which is saying 
agreat deal. Of late years the American appe- 
tite for dramas in which the female characters 
are chiefly conspicuous for a lack of chastity 
and the meu for a strong desire to measure 
swords with somebody on the slightest pretext 
for a display of belligerency has been whetted 
by the importation to this country from France 
of the plays which on the other side of the wa- 
ter have been noted for indelicacy of plot and 
general laxity of morals on the part of the prin- 
cipal characters. 

The craof maudlin sentimentality over fe- 
males of the Camaic and Felicia stripe is ap- 
proaching an end, greatly to the gratification of 
those who have bemoaned its already too ex- 
tended life. It is only in France, where a woman 
without a lover is regarded as a somewhat ec- 
centric being, that females of easy virtue are 
supposed to be angels in disguise. 

‘Prom a caretul perusal of French dramatic 
literature one would be led to believe that there 
ig no person quite so exalted and worthy of 
homage from all ber feliow-creatures as tue 
average Parisian cocotie, who, after spending 
that portion of life once described by John Blais- 
dell as the balicon days of youth ina round 
fof extremely siuful dissipation, bestows 
ber somewhat damagea affections on a 
man who either loves her madly and 
is prevented by circumstances from marrying 
her, or who declines to reciprocate her passion 
and thereby makes it incumbent upon her to go 
into a decline and depart this life iu a mournful- 
ly exciting manner, her decease being generally 
the resuit of pulmonary difficulties—which 
means of exit from earth would seem to be the 
popular ove among the reformed flirts of Paris. 

In Felicia,” the peculiar form in which the

Review of the Week Past. 


Musically, the past week has been devoted to 
comic opera, the only other entertainments be- 
ing a benefit concert at Music-Hall, Mr. See- 
boeck's piano recital at Fairbank Hall, Mr. Eddy’s 
organ recital at Hershey Hall, and one or two 
pupils’ reunions. At Haverly’s Theatre a new 
comic opera company, organized by the irre- 
pressible Colonel, appeared in three different 
pieces. “ Putience was exceedingly well given, 
and was perhaps the most amusing, and there- 
tore the most popular, version that has been 
presented here. There are several very capable 
actors and singers in the combination. Mr. Sey- 
mour is au excellent comedian, Mr. James a 
good bass, and Mr. Hatch a pleasing light tenor. 
Mr. Goiden needs toning down in his burlesque 
proclivities, when he will also be an acceptable 
comedian. There are many pretty faces among 
the ladies, but the company is not as 
strong as it should de in this direction. 
Miss Wiley was not able to do herself justice, 
and Miss Walsh was not cast in any of the plays 
produced here. Miss Manfred lacks experi- 
ence, and her voice is very light, while Miss Hall 
bas only her fine personal appearance to com- 
mend her—a sentence which will not, we trust, 
be separated from its context and perverted in 
its meaning by Dr. Johnson.

The home of opera bouffe 
appears to be going across the Rhine and leaving 
Paris to reappear in Vienna, thanks to the ef- 
forts of Messrs. Zell and Genie, Strauss, Mil- 
locker,and Von Suppe. The latter has forsaken 
the standard set for himself in his Poet and 
Peasant,“ and caters more for the approval of 
the masses with the melodious phrases of 
* Fatinitza,”” * Boccaccio,” and Donna Juani- 
ta. The latter bears traces of the harmonies 
already used in its two predecessors. The work 
for the chorus is admirably mapped out and it 


that is pleasing, itis after all little eise than 
musical jingling, but this sort of thing meets 
with favor, and is. therefore, the successful music 
of the day. The libretto ot “Donna Juanita” 
is coarse and broad and should be improved. 
Wit that depends upou vulgarity for its humor 
is no wit at all, but to be classed with that upun 
which it depends. The other operetta, Varney’s 
“ Musketeers,” has very little to commend 
it. It was only given once, and 
did not appear to find general favor 
nor to deserve it. The company itself has 
practically no female singers, although in Flora 
Barry it possesses a bright, clever, active little 
actress, who makes the most of what voice she 
has. There are two or three good male voices 
and an unusually strong and effective chorus. 
Promise is made by the management that the 
company will be materially strengthened where 
it now is weakest before ic comes here again. 


Her Majesty’s Opera. 

For three successive séasons Col. Mapleson 
has brought his Italian opera company to this 
city and given a brief two weeks of operatic 
performances. Tomorrow night he inaugurates 
his fourth visit with a rendition of Ambroise 
Thomas’ opera of “Mignon.” The changes in 
the personnel of this company are especially 
noticeable among the ladies, although there 
are also one or two new male 
voices. Among the tenors we find the 
familiar names of Ravelli, Rinaldini. and the 
first of Italian dramatic tenors, Campanini; 
among the basses are Monti, Novara, Corsini, 
and Costa, the first three having been here last 
year. The contraltos last season were De Beloc- 
ea, Ricci,and Cary. This year they are replaced 
by Mile. Juch, Lelia Lauri, Cobianchi, Kalas, 
and Lablache, three of whom are new-comers; 
the baritones are the same—Del!l Puente and Ga- 
lassi. Of the soprano singers, Minnie Hauk was 
here three wears ago with Gerster and Marie 
Roze. Her débutin this city was in 1868 as An- 
nette in “Crispino.”” In 1880 Mile. Marimnon 
and Marie Roze were the leading soprano 
singers, and last year Gerster and Valleria 
(now in London with Carl Rosa) were 
the chief attractions. Besides Minnie Hauk, 
Col. Mapleson brings this year two new singers, 
Marie Vachbot and Paolina Rossini. The first is 
still quite young, having been born in 1860, and 
is the daughter of a French theatrical manager 
at Montpellier, France. She is said to be a cap- 
ital actress and comedienne, with a light soprano 
voice bigh and clear. Mile. Rossini is also 
young, and has a somewbat romantic history. 
She is the daughter of Hungarians, and her 
father was a Genera! in the Austrian army. She 
studied under Proch, and without ber father's 
knowledge obtained an engagement in Dresden. 
The father discovered this, aud is said to have 
challenged the manager, but his dauguter 
slipped into Italy, assumed the name of Rossini, 
and finished ber studies under Lamperti. After 
singing in Trieste, Milan, and Vienne she visited 
Havana, and when disaster overtook the Havana 
operatic company Col. Mapleson engaged ber 
for a term of years. Of the other ladies 
two at least are Western giris, 
Mile. Emma Juch having been born at Toledo 
and making her professional début in London 
last spring as Filamena ia Mignon.” Mille. 
Lauri was bora at Galena, III., but removed to 
Chicago when a mere child. After the fire she 
went to New York to study. Her voiceisa 
mezzo-soprano, and ber first appearance was 
made this winterin New York. The orchestra 
will again be under the leadership of Signor 
Arditi, and Mme. Malvina Cavaiazzi, with twelve 
secondes, will constitute the corpe de ballet. 

The répertoire for the first week embraces 
the following operas in the order named: 
“Mignon,” “Ii Barliere,” “Carmen,” Aida,“ 
“Faust,” “Lohengrin,” and I Trovatore.“ 
The répertoire for the first week last 
contained the following operas:

The “Colonel” at the Park Theatre. 
Special Correspondence af The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Jan. 19.—P. C. Burnand, editor of 
Punch, and English author and humorist, has 
had an exceedingly “happy thought.” He has 
discovered a new system of playwriting, which 
be can cali the drama made casy. He takes a 
popular piece; he sets down opposit the dra- 
matis persone a lot of mew names; he follows 
the constructions of the scenes exactly; the 
same conditions exist, only the action is molded 
upon a theme capable of similar treatment, and 
resembling the original “as the mist resembies 


the rain.” 
This is the way he has cooked up “The Colo- 


nel,“ produced at the Park Theatre last Monday 
night. Favorable critics say the play is based 
on “Le matte ‘2 Campagne,” which was the 
basis of the Serious F’mily.” Not a bit of 
it. It is a clear, unaltered paraphrave—the 
same statement in other words. We usuaily ex- 
pect of a paraphrase something more and better 
than the original; with that intention they are 
usually made; in this instance the “Serious 
Family” sustains a serious injury; the old 
theme was religious—the new one estheticism; 


the old girl Lady Tompkins, yearning at lilies 


and gushing at teapots, isn’t as funny as Lady 
Souerby Creamly, the sinner-crusher. Prof. 
Streyke, with his lectures on the beautiful and 
bis intensity, isn’t halt as good as old Sleck with 
snufties. Ar. and Mrs. Richard Forrester are Mr. 
and Mre. Charles Torrens over again. Nellie is 
Emma; Mrs. Blythe is Mrs. Delmayne, and the 
Colonel is that delightful Irishman made dear to 
us by John Brougham, Capt. Murphy Maguire, 
who bust up the seriousness of the family when 
Burton first introduced them to the public. The 
only deviation from the actionof Morris Bar- 
net's play is the introduction of a supper bill 
after the maoner of Pink Dominos.” 

Great things were expected of this play. It's 
a success in London, where a pronounced Eu- 
glishman plays the Yankee Colonel. Charles 
Cogbian is so great thai with Lester Wallack,a 
life-long citizen of the United States, we natur- 
ally hoped for still better things. Mr. Wallack 
was as like a Yankee asa Chinaman. The sup- 
porting company—a Mr. Eric Bayley and Wind- 
ham Bayley—were unnecessarily bad. We have 
so many first-class incompetents on the Ameri- 
can stage, it seems an unueedtul piece of truth 
to import more duffers, 

The play fell very flat, and although the 
audience was Wallackian, it failed to enthuse 
over the rather ancient Adonis. 


The Polyglot Drama. 

If it has been funny to hear Signor Rossi speak 
Itatian while all bis supporting cast warbied 
Yankee, it is still funnier to hear him have 
spasms of English in the midst of Italian 
speeches.

Poor, dear man, he’s doing ali de can to attract 
the public—but thus far his success has been of 
that dreadful bad house description—an artistic 
success.

A BRITISH GROWL. 


Blaine’s Dispatch to Minister Lowell. 
London Economist, Jan. 3. 

Addressing a Power which is, at all events, 
second on the North American Continent, and 
which was there before the Union, Mr. Blaine 
speaks of the “rightful and long-established 
claim of the Unitea States to priority on the 
American Continent,” and declares that he will 
give no European State a right to “assent or 
dissent” about the canal, it “being the fixed 
purpose of the United States to confine the 
can al strictly and solely as an American ques- 
tion, to be deait with and decidea by the Amer- 
ican Governments,” among which apparently 
the Government that owns Canada does not 
reckon. He alludes, in a style which in Europe 
is not considered permissible, to the military 
power of the Union, as “shown by the 
recent Civil War, to be without limit, and in 
any conflict on the American Continent alto- 
gether irresistible,” a phrase which, when read 
to the representative of a sovereign who 
rules half that continent, sounds, in form at all 
events, sufficiently self-assertive. Aud he de- 
mands in the plainest way, not only that the 
Clayton- Bulwer treaty shall be revised, but that 
it shali be revised entirely to the advantage of 
one of the two contracting parties. Under that 
treaty the two Governments arranged that 
neither should ever have sole control over any 
canal between North and South America, or 
should erect on it any fortifications. Now, Mr. 
Blaine demands that the United States shall 
have liberty to erect such fortifications, and 
shail have the absolute controt of such water- 
way as completely as if it were within the Amer- 
ican Union. At the same time, the whole treaty 
is not to de abolished, but the clauses of it 
which restrain Great Britain from 1 any 
territory in Central America are remain in 
full force. Finally. it is asserted over and over 
again that in America the Union and the British 
Government do not stand on the same basis and 
are not equal, but that the United States occupy 
some position of unapproachable loftiness. 
enabling them to dispense, as one sees, with the 
most ordinary courtesies.

The published miuutes of our General Assem- 
blies from year to year reveal the fact that a 
large class of churches make but little progress 
as it regards either the increase of members or 
the increase of contributions to church work. 
In many cases there would seem to be an abso- 
lute stand-stili, if not indeed a retrogression. 
This seems strange when we consider how every- 
thing else in our country is constantly growing, 
and when we consider, too, what complete pro- 
vision the Church Bas made for the thorough 
training of her pastors in our numerous schools, 
colleges. and theological seminaries. With all 
the reiterated calls of the age for bigber culture 
in the ministry, and all the facilities at hand for 
the gajning of that culture nuder the instruction 
of competent teachers, i} seems unaccountable 
that many churches make little or no advance 
under the lead of godiy and learned pastors, 
equipped with the best furmiture of our theologi- 
cal schoots. é 

A careful observer will no doubt discover 
many causes, each conspiring in part to produce 
these unsuccessful pastorates, but varying in 
different localities with the oircumstances and 
condition of the people. It cannot be denied, 
however, that in many cases the failure to reach

Acceptances and Hegrets. 

Itisatruth beyond dispute that many well- 
educated persons, from carelesness and inatten- 
tion, are absolutely unabie to properly dictate 
letters. There is much that is conventional in 
the art of currespondence, which positively re- 
quires a knowledge of social customs. There is 
a large field of letters of which each class has 
its own characteristics. To one whose corre- 
spondence is necessarily extensive, what is 
more perplexing and vexatious than to sit for 
an hour with peu barely escaping the paper, try - 
ing to determine what to say, and bow to say it; 
and often end by saying justthe thing that one 
would bave left unsaid tad only the proper form 
suggested itself, or—as is often the case—utterly 
fuilin phe attempt? Westlake tells us, It may 
be stated, also, that a person’s social, intellectual, 
and moral culture are indicated in his letters as 
plainly asin his manner, dress, and conversa- 
tion and itis as great a violation of propriety 
to send an awkward, careless, badly-written let- 
ter, as it is to appear in a company of refined 
people with swaggering gait, soiled linen, and 
unkempt hair.” But the possession or want of 
this knowledge does not determine a person's 
position in cultured seciety by any means. The 
great importance of letter-writing will be ob- 
vious when we consider there is the social letter, 
the letter of acceptance, the letter ot regret, 
the business letter, the letter of introduction, 
the official letter, and many others which are in- 
dispensable in business transactions. To be able 
to write a good letter we admit is as much an 
art us to converse brilliantiy; but to be able to 
write a correct letter is within every one’s 
power, and is greatly to their advantage in any 
position or occupation. To be a good as well as 
a correct correspondent is a great accomplish- 
ment, and one not sufficiently appreciated. 
Many mistakes arise from an ignorance of the 
couventional custom which regulates the inter- 
course of society. If we had to do with meré 
conventional usages, it would not signify, and 
certainly would not be of sufficient importance 
for a moment's thought. But when we consider 
that a general understanding of privileges and 
duties are established dy a settled code, and that 
the iaws regulating mutual courtesy and for- 
bearance are observed in corresponding circies 
athome and abroad, We can imagine whata 
stave of confusion an ignorance of the fine 
points would lead to. 

A few days ago I found a you lady ina 
terrible state of foment. She bad received 
—the day before-—a note from a very par- 
ticular gentieman friend, inviting er to 
a concert the following evening at the 
Academy of Music. A celebrated rima 
donna was to sing, and the young lady was 
thrown into a state of ecstatic delight with the 
thought of bearing her. At the appointed hour 
the lady, bonneted and gloved, was waiting in 
her parlor. The time went by, still the gentie- 
man did not arrive. For the hundredth time 
she consulted her watch; then she paced the 
floor, and at last, when too late to think of go- 
ing, she stamped der foot with vexation, 
thought some bard things of the young man. 
We left tue young lady tearing of ber gloves, 
and vowing it was the last time she would put 
on her bonnet before her escort arrived. 

“Don’t mind my brother's wild look or ve- 
hement words; it's nothing, really nothing.” 

This remark was in reply to a look of intense 
astonishment and inquiry. The young man was 
7. with rapid strides the baliway of his res- 
dence, muttering something 1 couid not catch. 
“ Yon see, be wrote to a very particular friend, 
inviting her, if agreeable, to accompany dim to 
the Academy of Music thie evening. He should 
bave received a reply last evening, but none 
came, and when he returned from 
business this afternoon there was still 
no answer, The last mail has gone by hbaif 
an hour ago, so it is evident she did 
not think it worth whileto notice his note. Frank 
is furious, as the young lady has received a 

reat many attentions with apparent pleasure.

tion; she might have considered it worthy of a 
regret."’ 

‘he young lady was at once misju No 
thought entered this lady's or her brother's 
mind that a well-bred lady was ignorant of the 
fact that ali notes of invitation must be an- 
swered. He wrote: “If it would be agreeable 
to Miss Smith he would call the following even- 
ing at half-past 7, ete. Poor Miss Smith took it 
for granted that be would come, and she should 
be ready. Neitner copiousness of ideas nor flu- 
ency of words are necessary to write even a so- 
cial letter. To de very diffuse is to be con- 
demned. A ready, easy, graceful, and correct 
style, with simple language, should be culti- 
vated. Great care should be given to the struct- 
ure of letters. 

We will now devote oursetves to letters of re- 
gret and acceptance. An acceptance or regret 
should be addressed to the person named with- 
in; but. sbould the invitation be in the united 
names of the host and hostess (Mr. and Mrs. 
Jones, for instance), while it should contain a 
recognition of both, should be addressed (on the 
envelope) to the lacy only. Au answer must 
correspond somewhat in style to the invitation 
sent. The invitacion should be written for a 
small dinner, and read thus: 

“Mr. and Mrs. Hasting Whitmore request the 

leasure of Mr. William Smith's company 

inner on Thursday evening, May 22, at 8 o'clock. 

% Lakeville avenue.” 

It is important that a dinner invitation should 
be answered at once. It iu tc urteous to send 
an acceptance or regret on card. Plain or un- 
ruled paper of peari- white or crea .o-white, with 
envelopes to match, is decicediy to be pre- 
ferred. Tinted paper is a violation of good 
taste. An acoeptance of a dinner invitation will 
usually read: 

“Mr. Wiltiam Smith das much pleasure in ac- 
cepting Mr. and Mrs. Hasting Whitmore’s kind 
invitation for Thursday evening, May 22. 

Metropolitan Hotel, Tuesday, May 8.“ 

It is considered courteous to state a reason for 
non-acceptance, no matter what the invitation 
may be. For example: 

“Mr. William Smith regtets that, owing to the 
sudden illness of his brother, he is unable to ac- 
cept Mr. and Mrs. Haste Whitmore’s kind in- 
vitation for Thursday evening, May 22. 

Metropolitan Hotel, May &.“ 

It often transpires that something happe 
after an invitation has been accepted to prevent 
attendance; ip such a case a regret stat the 
facts, as well as disappointment at not being 
able to be present, should be sent at once. But 
should anytbing occur at the last momeat to 
prevent attendance it is etiquet to send a re- 
gret the day after the party. All weil-bred per- 
sons are charitable, and pass over any contre- 
temps with kindly consideration, but it is simply 
putting aside charity to disregard these social 
amenities. What a comfortable feeling to live 
in a society where all its members alike compre- 
hend and perform their duties. Thus misunder- 
standings are ee ar.dalienadons almost 
unheard of. Blank acceptances and regrets are 
neither elegant nor respectful, and should not 
be used by well-bred people. The most fashion- 
able notes, like their senders, are characterized 
by elegant taste and simplicity. “The language 
is concise but cou the writ n but 
beautiful.” In notes and letters all flourishes, 
whether of tongue or pen, are out of piace. 
There, as elsewhere, the most refined taste ex- 

reases itself in richness of material, beauty of 

orm, harmony of parts, and perfect adaptation 
to cireumstances, rather than in ekcessive orna- 
meut and ostensatious display. Indeed, it will 
always be found in literature, in art. in charac- 
ter, and everywhere the severest simplicity 
is consistent with the truest refinement and the 
higbest elegance.

The General Assembly ia authorized by the

205 authorizes it to be done, the General As- 
sembiy possesses no power to classify counties 
for lexisla tion respectihg them.

actly in point deciarmg this doctrine is the 
Worcester National Bank vs. Cheeney, % III. 
470. It is seen the General Assembly may es- 
tablish Probate Courts in counties having a 
population of over 50,000 inbabitants, and for 
the purposes of appropriate legislation in that 
regard counties unquestionably be grouped 
together. or classified, and a law applicable to 
all counties embraced in such a class would be a 
valid law. But observing the principles of 
previous decisions of id court, how may the 
General Assembly classify counties for the pur- 
sesof estanlishing therein Probate Courts? 
bviousis it must be done by embracing in that 
classification all counties in the State having @ 
population of over 50,000, for there is no author- 
ity for doing it otherwise.

A law providi all counties baving a popula- 
tion of over 100 shall constitute a class in 
which Probate Courts may be organized, would 
apply oniy to Cook County as definitly as 
though it was limited by its express terms to 
that county. Sbould counties having a popula- 
tion of over 70,000 be ae together as a 
class, this Court judicially knew such a law 
would, and could apply only totwo counties in 
the entire State—viz.: K and La Salle 
Counties, 

It would seem clear such a law would be local 
and special for the reason those counties consti- 
tute only a part of the class of counties in which 
the Coastitution provides te Courts may 
be established. 

It is known St. Clair, McLean, Adams, and 
Peoria Counties each contain a population of 
over 50,000 inhabitants, andany ciassityimg of 
counties for iegisiation in rd to Probate 
Courts that by its terms excludes these coun- 
ties from its operation is a local law, and is for- 
bidden by the Constitution.

“ What would you do,” 
reporter of Mr. Edward S. Isham yesterday, if 
you were called upon to pass upon the title of a 
piece of property on which the Connecticut Mu- 
tual was asked to make a loan, which property 
had passed through the Probate Court, now de- 
cided ana out of existence by the Supreme Court 
of IIIin ois?

The trouble is, we don’t know just what the 
Supreme Court has decided. There is a great 
discrepancy of opinion among the lawyers on 
that point. Ot course, if a court has no juris- 
diction—no right to hear and determine cases— 
its judgments are void, and all its acts are void 
which owe their force to the judicial powers of 
the court. That includes, of course, sales of 
land, where the alienation or transfer of the 
title depends upon the exercise of the power of 
the court. If the court nas no power, its at- 
tempts to alienate or transfer a title are of 
course nullifigd. But all this seems premature 
to me until we show definitiy just what the 
SupremeWourt has held, and have had time te 
consider it.’ 

“ Assuming, however, that the situation is as 
bad as it now appears to be, how is it to be 
cured?’ 

“ Possibly by a constitutional amendment, as 
has been suggested. I. am inclined to think, 
moreover, that it would be in che power of the 
Legislature to pass an act making valid the acts 
of the parties—what bad taken place—in pursu- 
ance of the rulings of the court—the acts of the 
parties, mind you.

THE LUMBERMEN. 


An Interesting Discussion on the 
Proposed Yard License. 


Ald. Dean Explains the Financial Con- 
dition of the City; 


But Denounces the Lumber Tax as Non- 
sensical and Exorbitant. 


The Lumbermen Decline to Be Olassed with 
Saloonkeepers. 


The Lumberman’s Exchange at their regular 
fortnightly meeting sat down at 1 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon to a very elaborate spread, 
furnished at the expense of Walkup, Fisher & 
Co. Dinner over, the exchange was called to 
order for business by the President, A. G. Van 
Schaick. 

S. K. Martin moved that a vote of thanks be 
extended to Messrs. Walkup, Fisher & Co. for 
the bountiful repast, and Ald. Dean, in second- 
ing the motion, took occasion to relate,ina 
jocular way, some of his experiences and deal- 
ings with the members of the firm. 

The motion was carried amidst a storm of 
laughter occasioned by his pungent remarks, 
and the compliment was gracefully acknowi- 
edged, first by Mr. Walkup, and then by his 
partner. 

An amendment to Sec. 5 of the by-laws, pro- 
posed by the Board of Directors, was favorably 
commented upon and adopted. 

Ald. Dean moved that the regular monthiy 
meeting on the 27th inst. be dispensed with, and 
that the price-list last adopted be continued. 
Mr. Martiu and one or two others objected, and 
the motion was withdrawn. 

Secretary Hotchkiss stated the order of busi- 
ness included the discussion of the proposition 
recéntly introduced into the City Council to lay 
a heavy license tax upon the lumber interest. 
The Chair called upon Ald. Dean to explain, and 
in responding that dignitary began with the 
grim sarcasm,“ The purest of our fellow-citi- 
zens are always sent to the Council.” He ran 
on at some length lu this strain, alleging that he 
represented the purity of the Eleventh Ward; 
that Aldermen Phelps; Wickersham, Burley, 
Bond, and Wetherell, who were conspicuous by 
their presence, represented the purity of their 
respective wards, while Ald. Cullerton and some 
others, who were conspicuous by their absence, 
represented, no doubt. the purity of the 
wards which sent them to the Coun- 
cil As Aldermen, they claimed that the 
city would need more money this year than 
could be raised by the ordinary methods, and it 
had been proposed to raise the extra amount 
needetl by extending the license system. The 
city’s income and expense were known quanti- 
ties, und it was discovered that there would not 
be money enough this year to Keep up the sev- 
eral departments of the municipality as they

The charge could not be made that the tumber- 
men were wearing out that street. On tue con- 
trary, the street bad been planked by private 
parties, who had also built two blocks of perma- 
neut roadway out of 6x8 timber. Mr. Anderson 
at bisown expense had scraped the deep mud 
of the 3 Pavement on Twenty-second 
street, and had used the mud in filling and 
improving Lafiin street. The lumbermen bad 
paid for all the water-pipes they got up that 
way, and they paid for all the police service out 
of their own pockets. The Fire Department 
they had little or no use fur, because there had 
been no lumber fire worthy of mention in this 
city since 187. They hired their own police- 
men, or special police, as they were technically, 
and prior to doing that never saw a city police- 
than or could obtain the services of one of 
them. All the arguments urged for the ex- 
orbitant tax of $1,000 upon lumbermen were 
nonsense. Upon concluding Ald. Dean was 
roundly applauded. 

President Van Schaick was next called up. He 
said that the State ‘Constitution gave the city 
power to make assessments, and that the city 
charter contained the following: The City 
Council sball have the power to tax, license, 
and regulate auctioneers, distillers, brewers, 
lumber-vards, livery stables, public scales, 
money-Cchangers, and brokers.“ There 1s no 
doubt about the power of the Council to impose 
the tax, and it was his belief that the lumber- 
men would unite in paying any reasonable tax 
which might be deemed necessary. The arru- 
ments brought about the Fire and Police Depart- 
ments were not valia. The lumbermen built 
the first engine-house in their quarter of the 
city, and never used police, except the forty 

special they themselves em- 
And it was a fact that fires in 
lumber-yards were very rare occurrences. It 
was proposed to put a license of $1,000 upon 
each and every lumber-yard. He did not think 
it fair to tax 125 lumber-yards as much as 2,500 
saloons, and the city 
COULD NOT AFFORD TO DO It. 
Since 1865 the lumber interest had more than 
quadrupled the value of the land it occupied, 
and the district was improving and stretching 
out towards the west more rapidiy than any 
other. He had no objections to offer against the 
imposition of a moderate tax, Dutit the city ia- 


| sisted on the immoderate tax proposed. they 


opened up to lumbermen one of the largest 
uilations of the age—South Chicago and 
fast Chicago. The amount of the I tax 
for one year would just buy East Chicago, and a 
like amount for the second year would construct 
four miles of dockage at that point. There was, 
be maintained, no better piace for the concen- 
tration of the lumber interest, especially when 
the great beit line of railroad is put into opera- 
tion. The advantages of such concentration 
were not to be enumerated. The lumber inter- 
est in Chicago employed 12,000 laborers, 4,000 
other employés, — 1 000 sailors, and thus sup- 
ported some 60,000 people. They paid out annu- 
ally something like $5,000,000 as wages, and there 
were not many interests which could 
make so inrge a showing. Reverting to 
East Chicago, the speaker said he, recentiy in 
company with a prominent lumberman, made 
three trips ayes forthe purpose of locating 
there alone. Lumbermen had tolerated a heavy 
dock rate, heavy taxes,and soon, only for the 
sake of being handy to the exchange. It was 
perfectly feasibie to keep the exchange where 
it was, and keep all the lumber at East Chicago, 


and under these circumstances he thought the 


city would see the justice of their claims and 
make the tax a moderate on-. 

Mr. A. A. Carpenter disagreed in one respect 
with the President.

| Other trades. The city, no doubt, bad need of 


many improvements, such as footpaths onder the 
river wherever there are bridges at present, 
tunneis, additional police, cleaner streets, and a 
multitude of other things, but they must not 
look to the lumbermen for it all or nearly all. 
Already the persona! property of lumbermen 
was taxed more in proportion than any other 
interest in the city. The assessor last year em- 
ployed an uncommonly sharp man to gothrouch 
all the lumber-yards, and it was astonishing how 
accurately this individual reckoned the quan- 
tity of lumber in each yard. The lumber was 
all there in sight, and could not 
be concealed, but the same thing could not be 
said of any other business. Out of the entire 
quantity of lumber received annually in Cu-

SALOON LICENSE QUESTION

A Hyde Park Repubiican Discourses on 
the Affairs of the Big Village. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

Hrpe Park, Jan. 21.—I have read your edito- 
rial and the several communications which have 
appeared in Tue Trreunt in relation to Hyde 
Park affairs during the last three weeks, and 
accede to your request to furnish any infor- 
mation which I might deem of iaterest in 
regard to the situation of municipal affairs in 
Hyde Park.

| now, and the sooner property-owners advise 


themselves of the facts the better. I desire to 


| gay at the outset, however, that nothing which I 


may say should be construed as refiecting upon 


| the honesty and good intentions of Messrs. Ho- 


bart, Pierce, and Berry. 

Just criticism, however, is a right which the 
people should exercise in reference to the acts 
of their public servants; and the Trustees of 
Hyde Park are not an exception to the rule. My 
own opinion is that there never was a time in 
the history of the village when there 
was greater need of a citizens’ association, 
organized without refezence to party, and com- 
posed of the men who have a reai interest in 
Hyde Park.

It is well known, and bas n for several 
years, that a new crib is ry—to be placed 
1,000 or more feet further into the lake—and 
that the inlet-pipe is too smali. In short, that 
$25,000 will bave to be at soon for a new crib, 
second inlet-pipe, and extension of tbe existing 
one to the new crib. The main from the works 
to Thirty-ninth street was putin at the cost of 
the abutting property. d it is estimated that 
it cannot be replaced of the same size at a cost 
of much less than $100,000. In equity it belongs 
—— abuttmg property-owners, and the vil- 

—~ had no more moral right to it than it had to 

any otber property belonging to private 
citizens. Before this trade was consummated 
the attention of the Trustees was called to 
these facts, and they acted with full knowledge 
of them upon the advice of an attorney em- 
ployed for the * whose advice was to the 
elect that the village might legally sell this 
main, and replace it subsequently with one less 
expensive. Granted Trustees had this 
power, the replacing of a new main would bave 
to be laid by general taxation. Any one can see 
that the liability which tbe village incurred in 
this transaction, the sutisfaction of which may 
be postponed, but cannot avoided, will be 
likely to absorb the 848. which is all the 
money paid by the Town of Lake on account of 
the water-works. At the same time this trade 
was made the percentage of Hyde Park's share 
of current expenses of operating the water- 
works was increased trom een to 4 per cent.

I 
addition to these specials there must be paid by 
general taxation the cost of building the new 
water-works, putting in the pew iniet pipe and 
crib, Ir the main 14 sold to 
Lake, and build the proposed at South 
Chicago. These will probably nm the addi - 
tional sum of $150, possibly more—which 
added to the above amount of special 
now in process of collection will exceed 
$550,000. or about 10 per cent of the assessed 
value of all real and personal property in 
the village. With the safeguards which a former 
board provided removed, as I have shown, these 
specials will result in a very large increase of 
the corporate debt. Practically, specials are 
never entirely collected, and in some form or 
another the corporation is burdened with a debt 
for the uacoliceted portion. The ordinances 
have been 80 conveniently amended that the 
money on hand belonging to the iuterest and 
sinking fund may be used ad libitum to make 
these improvements whenever the special is 
coliectable in inataliments. If the board want to 
favor their friends they have only to make the 
special payable in installments. This they are 
commencing to do If this policy is 
ndbered to who can predict the future destiny of 
Hyde Park. 

Eiwbth—One man eon my! controls the ac- 
tion of the Trustees of Hyde Park. This is the 
worst feature of all. Upon all important ques- 
tions the Trustees stand three and three. 

This condition of things has been so uniform 
and tame that it may well be doubted whether 
the difference in the board is sincere or 9 new 
mock controversy. That one man absolutely 
controls the action of three of the six members 
of the board any one may learn if he will at- 
tend the meeting of the board when the boss is 
preseut. Are all of the other three members op- 
posed fo thisown man? Do not some of them 
expect his support for a ‘otion, and 
does not the attorney. who manifestly is also 
under the absolute control of this man, look 
to them, with their approval, for their votes for 
his reappointment in case they should ro- 
elected? For all this state of things Mr. Berry 
is not responsible. He was not in the board 
until July last. To him the people are indebted 
more than they know. He has been a faithful 
servant, and itis well that he holds over. The 
people should understand, bowever, that 
peril is imminent that the mau who now con- 
trols the board will reinforce his power with 
four or five of thesix members of the next Board 
of Trustees unless they arouse to the situadon. 
Are the people of Hyde Park timorous slaves? 
Let us hope not. Relief, however, cannot 
expected through the Republican club system 
of Hyde P That system was invented by 
these mento bring about the present condition 
of things. The political compacts which sustain 
these men are strong. They aim to control 
these clubs, and either have them make weak 
nominations which they can defeat a boit, or 
nominate aud ciect by the ald of mocratic 
confederates. The Republican party should be 
spared the disgrace of the continuance of such 
maladministration. The best men of both par- 
ties must unite to avert the threatened danger, 
break up the present combinations of the board, 
and seo to it that the Village Government is 
administered on business principles and with- 
out reference to political hacks.
